In view of this response, the status of the rejections/objections of record is as 
follows: 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 2, 68-70 and 72-82 are allowed. 
Claims 3-67 and 71 are cancelled. 

35 USC § 112 Rejection(s) 

The 1 1 2-1 st rejection of claims 1 , 2 and 68-82 regarding the scope of enablement 
for have been overcome in view of Applicants amending and cancelling claims. 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed May 22, 2009 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1 , 68 and 72 based upon obviousness of prodrugs rejection as 
previously set forth.
